e returied to the trndl to find that
his burro had broken hisg tether and
wis moving ncross the desert at o
Tedsurely poee. He followed, but e
nninuil was so far in the lead and he
was 20 exhausted from his ¢fforts to
overtake Peterson that he could not
come np to the barro,

Night came upon him, and It soon
beenme so durk thot he eonld not dis
tingtish the bureo,  He had to follow
It by the (ovtpriots in the soml. When
It beenme too dork to distinguish the
footprints Kelley stil) stageered on In
Eheer desperntion,
